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DETAILED ACTION 
Reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The invention 
is directed to methods for the manufacture of polytrimethylene ether glycol by providing 
(1) 1,3-propanediol reactant selected from the group consisting of 1,3-propanediol and/or 
oligomers or prepolymers of ly3-propanediol having a degree of polymerization of 2-9 
and mixtures thereof, (2) a polycondensation catalyst, and (3) 20 weight % or less of 
comonomerdiol; and polycondensing the 1,3-propanediol reactant to form a 
polytrimethylene ether glycol at less than one atmosphere pressure. The claims are 
further directed to polytrimethylene ether glycol of molecular weight greater than 1 .500 
and a polydispersity of 1 .5 to 2.1 . The prior art references of record do not teach or 
fairly suggest a process that utilizes the starting materials in combination with 
polycondesation step conducted under reduced pressure, or the resulting polymers 
having the claimed molecular weight and dispersity.
